THIS IS 
THE HONOURABLE 
MARCEL LAMBERT 


From a boyhood in the village of St. Albert, it took Marcel 
Lambert 43 years and a circuitous route to reach his destination in 
the post of Minister of Veterans' Affairs in the Government of 
Canada in 1963. It takes most men longer, but Marcel Lambert 
spent less time on the by-paths, observing and absorbing quickly 
the experience so valuable to public life and effecti 
istration. 


e admin= 


He was born in 1919 to Madame and Monsieur Joseph E. 
Lombert of St. Albert, Alberta. During his boyhood in that 
community of 250 people, he was on average everyday neighbor 
boy, roaming the same fields on Saturdays as your children roam 
today, fishing and swimming the Sturgeon River, finding interest 
in the same projects you did or your sons do now. His one 
exception to today's youth - he was completely bilingual. French 


and English alternately tripped off his tongue, fluently, articulate- 


ly, correctly, He was equally at home in either language, thanks 
to his French-Canadian parents, who believed in preserving the 
traditions of heritage os well as adapting to present conditions. 
Today, that heritage is a valuable asset to Marcel's career. 


The first 8 years of Marcel Lambert's life were spent in St. 
Albert. The next dozen, where he attended St. Joseph's High 
School and entered the University of Alberta as o commerce 
student, were Edmonton years. Then came the second world war 
and Marcel enlisted from the university, joining the RCAC King's 
Own Calgary Regiment. The regiment went overseas, but the 
Dieppe raid of 1942 cut short their service, and Marcel sat out the 
final three years of the war as a prisoner. Never a wastrel, 
Marcel Lambert put as much of those three years as the prisoner~ 
of-war camp and its facilities allowed in basic reading for his 
honours course. 


On his return to Canada, Marcel Lambert re-entered the 
University of Alberto, graduating in 1947 with a Bachelor of 
Commerce degree and a Rhodes scholarship which allowed him to 
continue his legal studies at Oxford University in England. In 
1950, he joined a leading city law firm. Two years later, he 

ied his hand at politics ~ asa candidate in the provincial 
election, By 1957 he was ready to stand federally for the Pro- 
gressive Conservative Party in the constituency of Edmonton West. 
He won. And he has continued winning in three subsequent 
elections. This election campaign is his fifth in 8 1/2 years. 


During those years his ability was recognized and rewarded
